th e crows, regardless of the a b ­ 
sence of the cows. 
The cowbird 
in homely, he cannot

ing g r e c o of fine plumage, like 
his cousin th e bluejay, who. al­

H IS country may be having its troubles 
over the traffic on its streets and high­ 
ways, but believe your Uncle Sam. 
there will be no traffic tangle in the air. 
I aking its lesson from the mixup on 
most city streets, the federal government has de­ 
cided to avoid any such difficulty when airplanes 
travel the skies in greater profusion than they do 
now. 
Aviation can hardly be said to have 
reached a stage of popularity comparable to motoring, yet 
the Department of Commerce at Washington is already en­ 
forcing a scientific code for the regulation and control of 
airplane traffic in the United States, has set up rigid quali­ 
fications for pilots and has drawn up a model air traffic 
ordinance which it recommends for adoption by cities and 
states. 
To be sure, airplane traffic may never become as serious 
as motor traffic. 
I he situation as regards the lanes of 
the sky is quite different from that on the streets. 
I bree 
dimensions govern traffic in the air, while there are only 
two dimensions, poshly only one, restricting motoring. 
lf, for example, a motorist wishes to make a U turn 
in the middle of a street, he is confined in his maneuvers 
not only by the width of the street, hut by the single level 
on which he can move. 
In the air. however, the U turn­ 
ing aviator has practically the entire sky in which to turn 
about. 
There are no narrow streets, there never will he. 
And even if an aviator were surrounded 
by innumerable other planes at his level, 
he could just as well resort to the third 
dimension and execute an Immelman— half 
an inside loop and half a barrel loop— to 
right himself and face the direction from 
which he came. 
A ir traffic, therefore, seems mighty sim­ 
ple as compared with street traffic. 
Yet 
so many contingencies have already arisen 
that an elaborate code has been drawn up 
to 
control 
the 
situation. 
I he 
United 
States has taken it in hand and several 
cities— notably 
New 
Y ork— have 
fol­ 
lowed its example.

J E W Y O R K already has its sky patrol, just as it has 
its traffic police. 
I wo amphibians, piloted by police 
officers, hover over the city and guard the waters 
about it. 
I wo more amphibians soon will be added, and 
the present small squad of air police will be augmented 
proportionately. 
An air traffic ordinance has been pro­ 
mulgated and offenders— though there have been few of 
them so far— prosecuted or warned. 
"The code upon which aviation depends for safety and 
dispatch in the air is die result of scientific study. 
Its 
necessity was recognized by Congress in 1926, when the 
air commerce law was passed 
J |,e secretary of commerce 
was empowered to 
establish air traffic rules for the navi­ 
gation, protection and ident ti n 1n of aircraft, including 
rules as to safe altitudes < i 
, ht and rules for the pre­ 
vention of collisions between u 
and aircraft.” 
By official decision this in* os that the Department el 
Commerce has power to o . 
not only interstate trans­ 
portation, but flying within 
as well, “ whether or not 


F all the states were to adopt a uniform state law as 
suggested,” reads a recent bulletin of the aeronautics 
branch of tire U. S. Department of Commerce, “ it 
would g > a long way toward bringing about a combination 
of four essential elements of properly established air com­ 
me ce: 
( I ) airworthy aircraft adequately 
equipped and efficiently maintained 
(2 ) 
flown by competent pilots over (3 ) suit- 
^ 
ably equipped airways (4 ) in conformity 
with standard air traffic rules.” 
I Ins cede, or uniform ordinance, is the 
product of the combined efforts of repie- 
sentatives from the Department of Com­ 
merce, the Aeronautical Chamber of Com­ 
merce. the Army Air Corps, the Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics, aircraft operators, 
airport engineers and operators. 
I he general adeption of a standard 
code of field 
rules for the country at 
large.” this code book goes on to point 
eliminate for air traffic much of the confusion 
evident in the automobile world today where . 
. 
. it is 
estimated that tie losses attributable to unscientific and 
inadequate regulation of traffic amount to 20,000 killed, 
300,000 injured and a 
direct 
economic loss of $2,000,r 
000,000. Unless a standard code is adopted, the stranger 
flying across the country v ll he confronted with a bewil­ 
dering variety of rules and requirements.” 
The basic code which regulates air travel forms one of 
tile chapters in the official air commerce regulations of the 
Department of Commerce. 
Many 
of its regulations are quite similar 
to those applying to motor traffic, 
su^h as keeping to the right of a 
road or air lane, giving a vein dc < r 
shit) crossing from the ri’ht t!le 
light cf way. carrying headlights 
and taillights, and carrying a license 
for identification. 
Even these simple rules, how- 


out. 
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A C C O R D IN G to the latest 
V rul'n$ made by the De­ 
partment of Commerce, a 
transport plane forced below 
500 
feet, 
by 
low-hanging 
clouds or other such conditions, must land immediately. 
I lib ruling is an aftermath of the San Diego disaster in 
which a transport plane, flying too low’, tumbled its pas­ 
sengers and crew to a burning death. 
Acrobatic flying, or stunting, is prohibited entirely over 
the congested area of any city or town, over any mass 
a-sembly or within 1000 feet, horizontally, of an airport. 
I he stunter must be equipped with a parachute of proven 
quality and must go it alone. 
No passengers are permitted 
on a stunt flight. 
Of course, each aircraft must be licensed and must 
carry its license number plainly visible on the lower surface 
of the left wing, the upper surface of the right wing and 
he th sides of the rudder. 
And, perhaps more strictly en­ 
forced than any other provision, every pilot must he licensed 
for the type of airplane he flies. 
Most exacting of all regulations are those governing the 
ownership of a transport pilot’s license. 
An applicant 
must have at least 200 hours solo flying, of which at least 
five hours must have been done within the preceding 60 
days. 
“Physically he must have a good past history.” read 
the latest regulations for transport pilots, * sound pulmonary, 
cardiovascular, gastrointestinal, central nervous and genito­ 
urinary systems; freedom from material structural defects 
or limitations, and from diseases of the ductless glands. He 
must also have normal central peripheral and color vision; 
normal judgment of distance; only slight defects of ocular 
muscle balance; freedom from ocular disease; absence of 
obstructive or diseased conditions of the ear, nose and 
throat; and no abnormalities of equilibrium tnat would in­ 
terfere with flying.” 
It seems a large order. 
Quite a difference from the re- 


qu'rem entw for operating an auto­ 
mobile, or a bus, even in those 
states that demand drivers' licenses! 
Penalties for infraction of the 
aerial cod? are as stringent as tile 
rules. 
A pilot may be grounded 
for a few days for a minor viola­ 
tion, or he may lose his license al- 
t aget her f °r on<> more serious.

“ I N F O R C E M E N T of these provbions so far, has gen 
\ 
erally been left to airport managers or government 
officials to whom they have appealed. 
New York. 
however, has gone beyond this to the extent of organizing 
a sky patrol police who are both pilots and enforcement 
officials. 
"The city Board of Aldermen has appropriated 
$100 OOO for the purchase of four airplanes, two of which 
already are in service. 
In addition, th" city is conducting 
an air school for police pilots and is adding to the existent 
force of 12 pilots and 25 mechanics. 
At the head of this organization of sky police is Arthur 
N . Chamberlin, assistant secretary to Police Commissioner 
Whalen, and a 
former newspaperman. 
Chamberlin — 
not related to the famous pilot Clarence Chamberlin— has 
his office in the building of the new police college in New 
York. 
From there he i< in constant contact with the oper­ 
ations base at Mitchel Field, on Long Island, and with 
the nolice booth and air base established at North Beach.

The two ships on New York’s sky patrol today tire 
amchibians, essential in policing a city surrounded by witer. 
Twice a day they leave their North Beach base and fly 
around the city. 
Beside the pilot is a relief pilot, both 
regular patrolmen who have passed all the required tests 
as airplane operators. 
A radio telegraph transmitter and rccei er is part of the 
equipment on each plane, and at least one of the pilots 
flying tach snip can operate this apparatus. 
There sky patrol shins carry no guns. 
Each of tile 
pilots has his police revolver, but that is all. 
"W h y should we carry guns?” a,ks 
Chamberlin. 
“ W e don’t intend to 
shoot anyone down from the sky. and 
if we needed such equipment in an 
emergency we could easily mount ma­ 
chine guns.” 
The ships are equipped with tear 
gas bombs, bu- there has been no oc­ 
casion to use these as yet.

T E have no difficulty in rn 
\ \ 
forcing the air traffic laws 
over New York,” Chamber­ 
lin says. 
“ If we come across a traf­ 
fic violator in the air we don’t ‘pull 
him in’ as a street traffic cop would. 
W e merely take note of his license 
number 
and 
proceed 
against 
him 
legally afterward." 
New York’s air cod? makes it a 
violation to fly lower than 4900 feet 
above the city, to drop anything from 
planes, to advertise anything in tile 
air or to do any parachute jumping, 
except in an emergency. 
The penalty 
for an infraction is as much as $300 
fine a od a year’s imprisonment. 
What New York has been doing, 
other cities and states are being urged 
to do by no le«s an authority than 
Clarence M . Young, assistant secre­ 
tary of commerce for aeronautics. 
It 
is only by adoption of a uniform air 
traffic code by every state and impor­ 
tant city in the country, he says, that aviation can be put 
on a safe basis. 
In suggesting a uniform air code for all cities and states, 
the Department of Commerce is not engaged in any insid­ 
ious attempt to usurp any of the powers of the local govern­ 
ments. 
But it is obviously going to be considerable of a handi­ 
cap to aviation if a cross-country flyer is confronted with 
a totally different set of flying regulations every time he 
crosses a state or city line. 
I he necessary minor variations 
caused 
by different conditions peculiar to each airport are 
enough 
to make the situation confusing enough even if the 
ba ic code is the same. 
Further, the department’s experience in the matter is 
thus put at the disposal of local and state authorities, who 
might not he in a position to devote enough study to the 
problem to frame a really satisfactory code for themselves. 
S 


O. with strict attention to every possible detail of flying. 
tile federal code goes on. 
There are rules covering 
the transportation of explosives, against dropping ob­ 
jects while in flight, against piloting while intoxicated or 
under th? influence of a drug against flying less than 2000 
feet over a civ il airway or I 500 feet over open country, 
and there are definite rules tor taking off, landing, taxiing, 
and parking at an airpoit. 
Lighting at night is detailed to an exactitude, the rules 
specifying even the points and angles at which the head­ 
lights, red on the left and green on the right, should show. 
A code for distress sianr.ls is arranged to agree with the 
international code, which should be of special value to 
border states and those which lie near the international 
boundaries. 
As these regulations multiply, and multiply they will in 
proportion to the increase in air traffic, enforcement is going 
to be more and more of a problem. 
I bat’s been true of 
the automobile, and to a greater or Ie-s extent it will be 
true of the airplane. 
Other cities are going to he forced to follow in the wake 
of New Y ork in creating an aerial traffic force and the 
job of air traffic cop will he the goal of many a rookie 
patrolman as he pounds the unsympathetic pa.cn.cn‘3.

ever, in the case of aviation, are set 
down in more detail and are stricter 
than those applying to motor traffic.

Motor cars overtake slower ve­ 
hicles by turning out to the left, but 
overtaking aircraft must give way to 
the right, and must not fly above or 
below the slower craft.
